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No Branch State Banks. 

In deciding the question of 
whether or not a State bank can 
establish a branch without rein- 
corporating it, the Court of Ap- 
peals fully sustained the position 
taken by Ben L. Bruner, Secreta- 
ry of State, who held that the 
State banks must incorporate 
anew for each branch established. 

In the case of Bruner against 
the Citizen's Bank of Shelbyville. 
The Citizens' Bank established a 
branch at Waddy, a branch of the 
Citizens' Bank of Shelbyville. Dr. 
Bruner ordered the Shelbyville 
bank either to discontinue its 
branch at Waddy or incorporate 
it separately from the parent bank. 
The bank declined to do this and 
a suit was filed to make a test of 
the point.

M. C. Swigart, 
to prepare a paper for the consid- 
eration of this year's conference 
protesting against the ruling. Mr. 
Swigart drafted a protest, and it re- 
ceived the unanimous sanction of 
his church. 

The District Conference met in 
Kheems, Lancaster county. Wi- 
ther of the Germantown delegates 
wore glasses, and so there was no 
Opposition to their admission.

Swigart presented his protest and 
explained the attitude of his con- 
gregation.

The Central Kentucky Natural 
Gas Company has answered the 
letter of the joint committees from 
Lexington, Mt. Sterling and Win- 
chester protesting against the rais- 
ing of the price of gas in the three 
cities. The company explains that 
in three years and a half they 
have paid but 1\ per cent, divi- 
dends all told and must go to great 
expense in developing new gas 
wells. The letter follows:

Dear Sir: — Your letter of May 
has just been received by us. 
In increasing the rate at which 
natural gas is to be sold, notice of 
which has recently been published 
in the newspapers in the cities 
I supplied by us. we were so clearly 
j within the rights granted us by 
our franchises, that we feel that 
injustice has been done us by the 
adverse criticisms which have ap- 
peared in some of the newspapers. 

When we began business under 
these franchises, while there was 
no provision for any minimum 
rate, we stated that we would sell 
gas for the tirst two years at 'J."> 
cents per thousand; this rate con- 
tinued for about three years and a 
half. We were aware at the time 
we organized the company, that it 
was going to be an unusually 
costly proposition to bring gas 
from a field with so slow a natural 
pressure as that in Menefee 
county, from whence we draw our 
supply, for the reason that the 
natural pressure would not be 
sufficient to carry the supply re- 
quired* after the consumers began 



■though we have 10 large com- 
pressors installed there, we have 
denned to add three more com- 
pressors. This, of course, will 
necessitate the eidargiug of the 
building. We have also concluded 
to make a great many changes in 
our tield lines, taking up present 
lines and replacing same with 
pipe of larger size. With these 

additional pumps ami the larger 

lines, we expect to be able to take 
all the gas from the Menefee 
county field, thus prolonging the 
supply from that field SO long as 
possible. 

During the three years and a 
halt' we have been in business, we 

have paid but ~\ per cent divi- 
dends, all told, and we regret to

Took 600 Soldiers to Clear the Way In 
the English Blizzard of 1836. 

' The mogul engines which were 
Stalled In the recent blizzard out west 
do not appear to be worthy succeBBors 
of a certain Hercules engine which cut 
a noble figure in the English blizzard 
of 1836. 

To appreciate the role played by the 
Hercules some idea must be given ot 
-eghe effect of the storm on other meth- 
od's of travel. Fourteen mail coaches 
were abandoned on as many roads. 
Another was dug Out Of drifts five 
times between Exeter and London. 

Another was buried so deep that it 
took 300 men, principally sappers and 
miners, several hours to make a pas- 
sage to the coach and rescue the malls 
and passengers, while near Chatham 
the snow lay to a depth of 30 or 40 feet, 
the military being turned out to the 
unmber of 600 to clear the way. 

In London the drifts were ten feet 
deep and hundreds of men and carls 
were employed hauling snow out to the 
fields In the suburbs. The markets 
were in a bad way. One day only four 
stall holders were able to reach a main 
market. Greens which a few days be 
fore the storm were being sold for 
three pence a bunch at market, now 
fetched from ten pence to one shilling 
turnips, carrots and celery becoming 
equally dear; while one penny handfuls 
of parsley realized two shillings 
pence, and the happy possessor c 
bunch which he had previously 
chased for nlnepence realized for 
prize no less a sum than £ 1 2s M,

railways covered themselves with glor 
by running trains almost without Into 
ruptiou.

So the Japanese children, before six 
years of age, are punished by thelt 
mothers, but this amounts to little. To 
slap a child is deemed not only a 
sign of Intense vulgarity and Ignorance, 
but is considered a grave offense 
against the child. To strike a child 
on the head or face Is thought cruel 
and unnatural, and apt to injure the 
child's health and intelligence. The 
Japanese child is seldom punished 
cept for doing things apt to Injure the 
child or some other person. 

The principle used by the Japs In 
disciplining children is to guard them 
against wrong acMons more than to 
constrain them through fear of pun- 
ishment. Prevent wrong actions Is 
their aim rather than to punish the 
child Children are always admonished 
but seldom compelled. 

When a Jap child Is to be punished 
due notice Is given the culprit, for 
parents or teachers or guardians are 
never supposed to lose their tempers 
or to punish In so-called hot blood. Hy 
an ancient and amusing custom all the 
household. Including the servants, are 
allowed to try and beg the little of 
fender off from his punishment. His 
or her little brothers and sisters usual- 
ly offer to take the punishment on 
themselves. Angry looks and shout 
Ing or harsh expressions are always 
deprecated by the Japanese learned 
men when punishing children.
